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STOPPED SUDDENLY. 


The Good Work Performed by the 
Hangman To-Day.

Charles Ciark, a Wife Murderer, Choked to Death at 
Little Valley, N. Y.—The Pacific Coast Furnishes Its 
Quota—An Ohio Man—A Chapter of Awful Crimes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispateh, 

Otgean, N. I. May 23.—Charles B. Clark, who was 
hanged to-day in Little Valley, Cattaraugus County, 
for the murder of his wife in the town of Farmers- 
ville last December, Governor Cleveland having 
refused to grant a reprieve, has made a statement in 
regard to the tragedy and the cause leading to it, 
substantially as follows: Clark is 30 years old. He 
was married in the winter of 1879 to Martha Marble, 
the sixteen-year-old daughter of Edwin Marble, a 
well-to-do farmer of Farmington. After the mar- 
riage they went to live on a farm on the Lyndon and 
Franklinville town line. A year after they 
were married a child was born. 
Clark drank occasionally, but suys he was 
not intemperate, They lived a while on this farm, 
and then went to live on another farm which Mrs. 
Clark's father had purchased adjoining his own. 
Clark complains that his father-in-law did not act 
generously by them, as he gave his daughter nothing 
to start them in the world with except a two-year- 
old heifer, One day last fall, Anson Clement, a 
friend of Clark's, called at the latter's house, and 
asked him to go with him to Rushford, which he 
did. When he returned home he had been drink- 
ing. His wife refused to get him any supper, and 
took their child and went to her father’s. 
Clark tried persistently to induce her to return to 
him. He frequently visited her at her father's and 
met her at parties and danced with her, but she de- 
clared she would never live with him again. The 
omy reason she gave, says Clark, was that I drank.

another person to whom she hoped to go after 
she had rid herself of me. I know who it was, but 
no good can come of mentioning his name now.“ 

A FEW DAYS BEFORE THE TRAGEDY 

Clark went to Cuba, New York, and bought 
some cloth to make his little boy a suit of clothes. 
On December 13, he went to his wife's father's to 
ask his wife how the clothes should be made. 

“I asked if she would let the baby go over to my 
mother, to let her make the clothes,” said Clark. 
Mx wife refused to let him go. Then I replied that 
he should go, and that I would take him to my 
mother's that very night. My wife was sitting by a 
loom, weaving. A large butcher knife lay near her. 
When 1 said that boy should 
go to my mother’s she came to me 
with the knife. ‘I'll see whether you'll take him.“ 
she said, and struck at me with the knife. I threw 
up my arm and warded off the blow and started for 
the door. As I took hold of the knob she stabbed 
me in the hand, making a gash from which the 
bl spurted in a big stream. I put up my hand 
— pushed her away. She struck at me again with 

o knife, and again I warded it off. Then I took 
my revolver from my pocket. She struck it from 
my hand and it fell on the floor. We both sprang to 
get ion of it. I got it and she lunged at me 

n with the knife. grabbed her right wrist 
with my left hand and held her from stabbing. She 
gras my 1 wrist and held my hand with the 
revoiver in it above my head. We were each striv- 
ing to prevent the other from doing any harm. I

I did not know the pistol was pointing down toward 
her. She let go my wrist and I pushed her back 
against the loom.

Casting her back against the wall I fled out 
of the door. This was between 4 and 5o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon. I went home and changed my 
clothes and started on foot through the woods for 
Bradford, Pa. I was captured there. The struggle 
between my wife and me lasted not more than a 
minute. It seems that Mrs. Clark was alone in the

Remarkable Chapter of Crime, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

McDonoar, Ga., May %.—The execution of 
Leonidas Johnson, which took place here 
to-day, closes up one of the most re- 
markable chapters of crime in Georgia. On the 
2d of February, 1888, Mrs. Cook, the wife of a re- 
spectable farmer in Henry County, was sitting by 
the cradle of her first born, her husband being en- 
gaged in the labors of the field.

A New Switching Line to be Built Along 
the Levee—Another Coal Contract. 

The day after the Missouri Pacific's order advanc- 
ing switching charges went into effect, the Post- 
Disraren gave information that an opposition belt 
line was very seriously thought of. To-day the in- 
formation is given, that either to-night or next Tues- 
day night, a bill will be introduced in the House of 
Delegates to give a charter to a syndicate for another 
track along the wharf, fromthe Arsenal to Lowell 
and the Water Works.

THE CROPS. 


Full Reports From Grain-Growing Counties 
in Illinois—Oats and Rye. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 23.—The condition of the 
winter wheat crop on the first day of May is re- 
ported by the State Board of Agriculture as better 
in the northern portion of the State, owing to snow 
protection, but not so good inthe Southern. The 
percentage of the area of wheat which the winter 


killed in the three divisions of the State is as follows: 
Northern Division, 14 per cent; Central Division, 20 

rcent; Southern Division, 27 per cent, The con- 

ition of winter wheat on the first of the month 
gave encouragement for per cent of an 
average yield in the Northern counties, 86 
oer cent in the Central counties, and 
‘8 per cent of an average yield in the southern 
counties. In the southern division, where over half 
the winter wheat area of the State was last 
fall, the gondition is up to an average in only three 
counties, Alexander, Monroe and Pulaski. The 
most discouraging prospects for winter wheat in the 
southern division are reported in the followin 
counties, where the condition on May 1 indicatec 
only 29 per cent of an average yield per acre in the 
county of Clay, in Crawford 35 per cent, 
Jefferson 33, Bond 59, Jasper 57, 
Richland 52, Williamson 56. Winter rye 
does not look as well in the southern division as in 
the central and northern. The pee for a large 
crop of oats in the northern and southern divisions 
of the State have not been as good for several years 
at corresponding dates.

A PENSION MATTER. 

A lesson in pensions is to be learned from the 
offer of the British Government to commute 
the Marlborough pension of $20,000a year by 
paying thesnug sum of $2,085,000 in cash to the 
the present Duke, who is hard up. That pen- 
sion was voted as a perpetual inheritance to 


Dukes of Marlborough in 1704, and the ag- 


gregate of payments on that account to date is 
$3,600,000, Being by the terms of the original 
act inalienable, except by another act of Par- 
liament, this pension and the Woodstock and 
Blenheim properties are all that is left of the 
riches showered upon the hero of Blenheim by 
a grateful nation or embezzled by him from his 
soldiers in Flanders, 

For nearly two hundred years his descendents 
have enjoyed this pension wrung from the toil- 
ers of England without earning a dollar of it. 
The offer of the Government to pay $2,085,000 
for the privilege of discontinuing it, isa recog- 
nition of the right of Parliament to pledge the 
faith of unborn generations for all time to the 
payment of $20,000 a year to nien who receive 
it merely because they spring from a certain 
family, and not because they render any pub- 
lic service in return for it. But if the 
present Parliament can, with honor, and with- 
out a violation of the national faith, discontinue. 
it as to the descendents of the present Duke, it 
is equally free to fix the time when he shall 
cease to receive it without any compensating 
commutation. An act of Parliament discon- 
tinuing it at his death would not be any more 
unjust to his descendents than this payment of 
the proposed commutation to him. 

In effect it is authorizing him to draw and 
squander in his single lifetime as much money 
as four generations of his descendents would de- 
rive from the pension, more money than was 
received by his dishonest and immoral, but il- 
lustrious, ancestor who rendered the service. 
Why should the present Duke be paid so much 
money that is not his, which is not due to any- 
body, and may never become due to anybody? 
His family may become extinct. A spasm of 


common sense and just deference to the rights | 


of the common people may soon abrogate all 
these hereditary pensions and class privileges, 
and assert the right of living men to govern 
themselves, regardless of irrational and unjust 
laws enacted for them by their remote an- 
cestors centuries ago. 


, RAILROAD IMMUNITY. 


The Chicago Inter- Ocean flounders through a 
column of quibbling mystifications in an effort 
to controvert the Post-DisPaTcn’s proposition 
that an exclusive right to run railway trains on 
a public highivay and to use that highway for 
purposes of transportation, is a monopoly. 

An exclusive right to vend certain articles or 
to conduct a certain business in specified locali- 
ties, when it is not a natural right, but is con- 
ferred and protected by special legislation, is the 
very definition of monopoly. It is only by vir- 
tue of such legislation that a railroad company 
has the exclusive right to run cars over any 
railway in the United States. If Congress 
should confer upon one company of steamboat 
owners the exclusive right to carry freight and 
passengers on the Mississippi River, or on any 
part or branch thereof, that would be just such 
a monopoly as is conferred upon a railroad com- 
pany with respect to the highway on which it 
operates, 

To sell or give away a monopoly of the trans- 
portation on a great natural highway like a 
river, which is public property, is not as ex- 
treme an exercise of the sovereign power as to 
confer such a monopoly with respect 
to an artificial highway made upon 
land wrested by the State from unwill- 
ing private owners for public use. The 
Inter-Ocean admits that a railroad is such a 
highway, but in the next breath insists that it 
is the private property of the railway stock- 
holders, bought and paid for with their money, 
and that therefore the State has not the same 
right to regulate their charges and their public 


| service which it has to regulate the charges and 


servicé of other common carriers. But the 
courts have decided again and again that land 
taken from private owners for public use, for 
streets and highways or canals, does not become 
private property, but is dedicated to a public 
service, and that the tenure by which a railroad 
corporation holds its roadway ceases whenever 
the company forfeits its franchise by ceasing 
to render the public service, and the land re- 
verts to the original owners or their heirs. 
Upon such a foundation of private ownership 
as this, the monopoly organs will labor in vain 
to establish their claim that railroad business is 
private business in the same sense as the man- 
agement of a steam mill, a store or a farm, and 
entitled to the same immunity from legislative 
regulation. If a manor a partnership obtain 
land for a roadway by private agreement and 
purchase of the title in fee simple, without 
any exercise of the sovereign power of 
eminent domain in his behalf, such roadway 
is private property and entitled to immunity as 
such, whether the owner uses it, leases it to the 
public, or builds a Chinese wall around it. But 
land is not wrested from private owners and 
transferred to other private owners by the 
pOwer of eminent domain. It is taken for a 
public use and dedicated to a public service, and 
whoever buys or accepts a monopoly of that 
use, does so under a contract to render appro- 
priate public service, under such regulations 
and requirements as the police power may 
impose to protect the public from unjust dis- 
criminations and unreasonable charges. The 
Inter-Ocean cannot Cite a single decision to the 
contrary in this country or England, nor ane 
in support of its preposterous doctrine that rail- 
read companies have either an equitable cr a 
legal right to make all the money 
can by charging what they please, Why, 
en the licensed hackman in the streets, who 
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ones, does not change the fact that the exclu- 
sive right to operate any of the latter is a 
monopoly to all intents and purposes, and 
according to the familiar meaning of the word. 
A monopoly of the lawful right to sell liquor in 
a Maine city is none *he less a monopoly because 
somebody is free to build and incorporate 
another city close by and obtain a monopoly of 
the right to sell liquor there.

Congress did a sensible thing yesterday in 


getting rid of that gigantic fraud known as the 
National Board of Health. The refusal of its 
expected appropriation was simply the decision 
in the quarrel’ between the National Board of 
Health and the Marine Hospital Service, in 
which Congress stood by the latter. It was 
merely a choice of evils. The National Board 
of Health was a fussy, bumptious, over-active, 
irresponsible and superfluous department of 
our Government, while the Marine Hospital 
Service is an antique barnacle that has been 
securely attached to the hull of our ship of 
state since time immemorial. Some of these 
days the interests of the public health will be 
confided to a properly organized body under 
the direct supervision of one of the depart- 
ments, but the National Board of Health does 
not answer to that description.

TERRIBLE NITRO-GLYCERINE. 


Its Power of Annihilation as Proved 


by Many Dreadful Instances. 
From the New York Sun. 


“Attending the frightful deaths that so fre- 
quently follow the af nitro-glycerine 
in the oil regions,” said Myron K. Paige, for- 
merly an oil operator in Pennsylvania, there 
* — l gy nature of which 

r scientific observa- 
tion and study, and I do not believe to-day that 
any satisfactory explanation can be given of it. 
This feature is the almost complete 
annihilation of matter, especially of the human 
body, which in a majority of cases results from 
a fatal explosion of the deadly compound. | 
have noticed it in many instances, and the fact 
Was again called to my mind by the article I 
read in the Sun the other day about the finding 
of a human hand by a erman, in an iso- 
lated portion of the oil regions and the absence 
of all trace of any other remains. That story, 
by the way, was doubtless a startling one to 
many who read it, but toany one who ever 
lived in the oil country it was simply the telling 
of the old tragedy in a new form.

“I had a teamster once in my e 
Hank France. Like all men of his kind in the 
oil country, there was nothing either above, be- 
low, or on the earth that he feared. He was in 
the habits of carting nitro-glycerine to any well 
where I wanted to use it, and he and his com- 
4 Warren Jack, actually got so reckless 

handling the stuff that the other help I had 
would not stay at work when they knew Hank 
was coming in with glycerine, but went to a 
safe distance until he deposited the explo- 
sive they required and had gone away. 

“H and Warren actually used to unload 
the stuff the same as they would a lot of bricks, 
Hank standing on the wagon and throwing a 
can to Warren some feet away, and Warren 
catching it and placing it onthe ground in 
time to catch the next. one that Hank tossed 
him. As it takes a man with a good set of 
nerves to even ride in a wagon when he knows 
there is nitro-glycerine under the seat, this 
manner of handling a compound that the 
slightest jar — explodes will give you 
an idea of the sort of nerves these two men 

Each one knew that if Warren happened 
to miss catching a can there wouldn’t be enough 
left of them to cover the bottom of a snuff-box, 
but they had the daring to take the chances. 

No one ever knew what caused it, and no 
one would ever have known who it was that 
was wiped out, except from the fact that they 
knew who it was that would be coming that 
— with nitro-glycerine just about that time, 
and from one or two things we found; but 
when we heard the explosion that day we said: 
„That's Hank’s last trip!” The glycerine had 
— ed about a quarter of a mile from the 
well. We walked down there. There was the 
usual cellar that a few cans of the stuff always 
digs when it goes off, and the usual lot of tim- 
ber felled. Three hundred feet off to the right 
of the road, in the woods we found a wagon 
tire. We found the tail of one horse, and por- 
tions of the body of another. In another part 
of the woods a man’s knee was picked up, and, 
although we searched over an area that it 
would have been impossible for any of the 
wreck to have been thrown, that was all we 
found, except Hank's greasy oil cap lying by 
the side of a stump and his watch hanging on 
the limb of a tree. 

As thoroughly as that does nitro-glycerine 
do its work. who have had anything to do 
with it in the oil regions have had illustration 
after illustration of its annihilative power. The 
iron frames of wagons, and even nitro-glycerine 
safes, have been removed from human vision 
by an explosion as effectually as, if they had 
never been formed. Look at that poor reckless 
devil, George Doran, who disappeared at Red 
Rock a few years ago. He was walking along 
with two or three cans of glycerine slung over 
his shoulder ina bag. To rest himself he shifed 
the bag to the other shoulder. In doing so he 
jarred the cans together and disappeared, with 
a goodly portion of Red Rock. That man 
weighed all of 200 pounds. All that the most 
thorough search ever recovered of that 200 
pounds of flesh and bone was a part of one foot 
—less than one pound! 

„Some savants have attempted to explain the 
mystery of this characteristic of nitro-glycerine 
by the theory of instantaneous evaporization of 
matter. That might be as to flesh, but could 
the great masses of bone in the human body 
be vaporized in the twinking of an eye? Could 
iron be reduced to vapor in an instant? It 
doesn’t seem so to me. 

„Others offer the thery of atomization of 
matter. This theory was disproved by another 
most melancholy occurrence in Alleghany 
County, N. V., two or three years ago. This 
case was not characterized by such utter anni- 
hilation as others. Charles Berridge, a well- 
known oil man, was blown up by nitro-glycer- 
ine. The ground around was covered with 
spotless, newly fallen snow. On either side was 
a high and abrupt hill, only a few rods apart. 
Berridge was a very large man, of perhaps of 
180 pounds weight. The remains of the poor 
man were searched for carefully and long, for 
he was a good man num and a a, one. 
The coffin in which they were borne to the 
grave, contents and all, weighed but fifteen 
pounds! Now for the atomization theory. The 
greatest force of a nitro-glycerine explosion is 
always upward. If tne matter had been re- 
duced to atoms, however infinitesimal, in fall- 
ing back upon that spotless snow some trace of 
them must have been seen upon it. But it re- 
mained as spotless as before.

A Doctor Who Denies that Pollution 


Comes from the Grave. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

“For myself,” remarked a leading member of 
the medical profession here, it would not shock 
me at all to — that my skeleton, scraped 
and strung with wires, is to be hung up in the 
laboratory of Jefferson Medical College. The 
skeleton of Dr. Warren, the celebrated eon 
of n, is hanging in the laboratory of Har- 
vard to-day, but is not shown to strangers out 
of respect for his family. This was done at his 


| Own request. But there has been a great 


of exaggeration in what has been written and 
said about the pollution of water and air by the 
bodies of the dead. Earth is a great deodor- 
iver, and when bodies are in 
it they gradually decompose and all 
septic and poisonous matters are re 
moved. Of a human body weighing one 
hundred pounds, seventy-five are water and ten 
pounds are , leaving less than twenty 
pounds as a source of disease. Take into ac- 
count the vast amount of water in the Schuyl- 
kill, and the distance that any poisonous mat- 
ter has to percolate through the soil to reach it, 
it seems folly to assert that it would affect the 
water we drink. If a torrent of water should 
suddenly rush through Laurel Hill cemetery in 
contact with the es there the stream would 
party itself in a quarter ofa mile. And then 
ere is another foolish idea that people ind 
in, that worms eat the human beady. ey do 
not, but live on vegetable substanc The 
bodies of dead animals and human beings 
gradually resolve themselves into their con- 
stituent elements. An animal drops dead out 
on the plains. Birds of prey and jackals pick 
its bones and they in time crumble into dust. 
So with the human body. The slow process 
of combustion goes on inthe grave, but it is 
out of sight. The gases that escape are seized 
upon by other forms of life. We are dust, and 
what is the death of one is the life of another. 
But it would be very different if a dead body 
were lying in a drain and the exhalations came 
up into the houses. In London the subject is 
attracting a great deal of attention, the burial 
places of the dead occupying an enormous 
amount of room. There they are agitating le- 
gal enactments to compel cremation. The ar- 
guments used there are the economy of s 
and for sanitary reasons. In London, where 
the death rate is one person per minute, it is 
becoming a serious question where they shall 
lace their dead. san instance that gases 
rom the bodies of the dead do not affect the liv- 
ing, I will mention the Church of the Capuchins 
at Rome. The body of each monk when he dies 


has decayed. Itis then exhumed and placed 
against the walls of the vault. The survivors 
who live over this charnel-house are not affected 
by exhalations or gases producing disease.”

HOW JUSTICE MISCARRIES. 


Three Cases in Which Individual Lib- 
erty Proved a Sham. 
From the London World. 

Within the last few 5 
occurred in France which illustrate in a very 
striking manner how completely individual 
liberty is, even under the beneficent regime of 
a republic, at the mercy of the police and the 
administrators of justice.. The first case was 
that of a stableman in the employ of a large 
cab company in Paris. This man had been de- 
tected ili-treating a horse, and the manager of 
the stables remarked to the inspector of police 
that it was a pity the law did not admit of the 
offender being sentenced to more than a 
week’s imprisonment. “Make your mind 
easy,” replied the inspector; “I will keep him 
in prison for a few months before bringing him 
up for trial.” The second case is that of the 
footman at the Rue Royal Club, who has 
been in prison for two months on ‘suspicion of 
having supplied marked packs of cards. He 
has now been liberated, as, after all the efforts 
of the police, he could not be induced to give 
any information as to his supposed accom- 
plices. He has never gone through any form 
of trial whatever. 

The third case is of a different kind. It ap- 
pears that in the course of the past year a re- 
tired officer named St. Elme started a radical 
newspaper in Corsica. This journal, which at- 
tacked in very severe terms the Republicans 
now in office, was naturally much disliked by 
the prefect of Corsica, by whose orders letters 
addressed to the editor were seized in the post- 
oftice. M. St. Elme, meeting the Prefect ata 
cafe in the town of Ajaccio, taxed him with 
this, and, after some strong language had been 
used on both sides, the landlord of the cafe and 
his waiters set upon M. St. Elme and beat him 
unmercifally. For this offense M. St. Elme 
(not the landlord of the cafe) was summoned 
and sentenced to five months’ imprisonment. 
He appealed against the sentence, but a few 
days before the appeal was heard he was so 
badly beaten that he had to be brought into 
court upon a litter. The —— pronounced 
by the court below was confirmed, though the 
term of imprisonment was reduced from five 
months to six weeks; but the unfortunate man 
will not undergo the sentence, because he died 
of his injuries the next day. His death comes 
as a very striking commentary upon the speech 
of the public prosecutor, who suggested that 
his injuries were very trifling, even if he were 
not shamming' altogether.

SAM WARD. 


The Eventful Career ofan Epicurean 
Philosopher and Lobbyist. 


From the New York World. 

The announcement of the death of Samuel 
Ward, the son of Samuel Ward of the once fa- 
mous banking house of Prime, Ward & King 
has no meaning for this generation, but the de-

Ward died at Pegli, Italy, yesterday, surround- 
ed, the cable says, by lovi friends He was 
ban in hl iy Sn U7, od os Be Seer Ps 
a man of great w an position 
he grew up to be one of the gilded youth of 
New York. Like his sister, Julia Ward 
Howe, he had a taste for literature and some 
poetic talent. Instead of devoting himself to 
the business of his father’s counting-room he 
gave his time to books and pictures, and aspired 
to artistic culture rather than business training. 
Gastronomy, fam perme sf carly engaged his earn- 
est attention study and became an ac- 
complished cook as well asa giver of splendid 
dinners. But Sam Ward had ex nal busi- 
ness capacity in the directions in which he chose 
to exert it, This was shown on many occasions 
throughout his si career now that 
he is dead the world may be said to have lost 
the most elegant spend who ever lived, 

Ward’s first business stroke was characteristi 
of the history of the man. It was in 
the daughter of William B, Astor, who was 
the time the richest man in America. Mrs. 
Ward died very soon after her and 
so when Sam made his second appearance in 
New York society it was in the character of a 
you , gay and rich widower. This 

e did not long maintain, for when the cele- 
brated beauty Medora Grymes made her debut 
in the society of this cit was one of the first 
to become a suitor for her hand, and ved 
himself successful against all comers. was 
a Creole by birth, a daughter of John R. Gry- 
mes, a prominent New Orleans lawyer. Her 
eyes were of a dark olive, and when in repose, 
owing to the length of her eyelashes, they bad a 
dreamy expression which was 7 be- 
witching. Her face was oval, but, like her eyes 
of the color of the olive, and her head, arms 
and figure were the perfection of outline, Asa 
beauty she is said to have had only oné rival. 
Mrs. Oscar Coles, the daughter of Brown, a res- 
taurant-keeper in Water street, who was the 
cause of the duel between Mr. Belmont and 

oung Hayward of South Carolina. Sam Ward

Alling Medora—a young, rich and handsome 
Frenchman with a title, to whom she was en- 

aged. This wasa 1 obstacle to the ardent 

‘ew York lover, and in spite of it he triumph- 
ed. It does not seem, however, that the mar- 
riage was a happy one, and so after a 9 Mr. 
and Mrs. Ward separated, she going to Europe 
to educate her two sons and he settling down in 
Washington, where he soon became distin- 
guished as the King of the Lobby. 

Practically Sam Ward was a genteel advent- 
urer all his life. His two marriages show it, 
and upon the failure of his father’s firm he 
added to hjs training for his su uent career 
by becoming one of the Califormia pioneers. 
Almost every summer during the last thirty 

ears he visited Europe, coming back in time 

or the sessions of Congress. At W 
he was the prince of good livers, He always 
believed and acted upon the belief that the way 
to gain men’s support was to tickle their palates. 
His dinners became famous and the most emi- 
nent statesmen were not averse to sitting down 
to them. Among the men whom he would sit 
down together were Gen. Garfield and James 
Brooks on the one hand and Fernando Wood 
and Gen. Schenck on the other. It was said 
that he received $12,000 for dinner expenses 
alone while pushing McCullough’s, contraction 
bill. But while his timeseemed to be occupied 
in giving dinners, breakfasts and luncheons— 
in doing what he called the promotion of 
feeling—he watched the measures in which he 
was interested very closely, and many a Con- 

ressman received a dainty little note just be- 
— a vote was to be taken: Be good — this is 
my little lamb.—Sam Ward.” Of late years 
Sam Ward was not often seen on the theater of 
his triumphs, and he seems in his old age to 
have given his energies to eating other men’s 
dinner$ rather than to superintending the prep- 
aration of dinners for other men. One of Sam 
Ward's most noteworthy . achievements was in 
the part he played in defeating the impeach- 
ment of Andrew Johnson. This is his own ac- 
count of it: 

I am prouder of the part I took in defeatin 
the impeachment of Andrew Johnson than o 
any of my ‘ground and lofty tumbling.’ It was 
on Washington’s birthday, 1868, when the 
Democrats met at Welcker's to appoint a time 
and place for the Presidential Convention, viz. ,; 
July 4, 1868. And I learned that, after Stan- 
ton, owing to the weakness of Gen. Thomas, 
had retained possession of the War Depart- 
ment, it was resolved by Sumner, H r, 
James F. Wilson of Iowa and the leading 
publicans to impeach the President in three 
days and try him in four weeks. It was I who 
first carrried the tidings to Secretary McCul- 
lough and took from him a card to the Presi- 
dent, whom I did not know. He was genter- 
taining the corps diplomatique at dinner, so I 
had an hour to spare, which I spent in seeing 
Chief Justice Chase, to whom the news was a 
surprise. It was also one to the President, 
when I found him at 10 o’clock. 1 told him to 
secure the most eminent counsel, half Demo- 
erats and half Republicans. He took Curtis 
and Evarts and Nelson and Groesbeck, What 
killed the impeachment it is not for me to say 
here. But it is due to the late Senator 
Grimes of lowa to state that he 
was the hero of the occasion. There were hun- 
dreds of thousands betted upon the issue, and 
the biters, deceived by Gen. Butler's 
assurances, were heavily bitten. All this is 
matter of history. But I am prouder of havy- 
ing countermined that vile intrigue to make 
Ben Wade President, with a Cabinet that. Gen. 
Grant was asked to name, than of any other 
event of my life. I contributed my stoutest 
efforts and we won and saved the country from 
being Mexicanized.” 

In his later years Sam Ward was stout, florid, 
bald, gray, rugged and ed. But was 
well informed on all topics, and his insinuating 
manner and large experience him agree- 
able and captivating always. * specu- 
lation was probably one in which WAS us 
sisted by James R. Keene, in which he forgot 
to support his margins. “What an ou 
ous piece of business,” “he is quoted as say 
after his arrival in Europe—“‘a d—d 
in an old man like me to run off and leave his 
brokers in the lurch.”

Review of the Principal Transactions 
of the Week.

Several Big Buildings About to be Erected—The Co 
Operative Sale—Taiks With Architects. 


‘The recent flurry in financial circles in 
the East may have had no _ appreciable 
effec} upon the Western real estate mar- 
kets, but, whatever the cause, it is certain 
that the past week has been an exceedingly quiet 
and dull one among the real estate men of St. 
Louis. It looks very much as though those local 
dealers who | contended that investors 
wonld be chary about laying out their money in any 
line until after confidence was again fully restored, 
were about right. There have been some sales, it is 
true, but mcst of them were very 
small and scarcely deserving of notice. 
Several agents report loans very good. 
— them being Messrs. 8. V. Papin & Bro. and 
Leon Hull, who say they negotiated several this 
week at 6 per cent. 

he item of prime importance in real estate cir- 
cles at present is the at co-operative sale which 
will take place at the Real Estate Exc) ange een 
the Sth and 10th of June. It will be in all 
B the largest sale that has ever taken place 
in St. Louis, no less than sixty different pieces hav- 
ing been contributed by the membersof the Ex- 
change. Mr. Mark Priest, the secretary, says that 
«t will be superior in every way to the sale June 
of last year. The property offered is si in ail 
parts of the city and embraces dwelling houses cot- 

lots, manufactur- 
sites, tracts, eta. Some 
of these are highly desirable, and will doubtless 
bring good prices. A large number of communica- 
tions have been received from parties living outside 
of the city seeking information as to the localit 
and character of certain tracts, and the probable 
rices the sanie will bring at the sale. 0 ta- 
ogues are now in thé hands of the printer and will 
be ready for distribution in a few 
days The sale will be conducted in the usual man- 
ner and upon the customary terms governing all 
sales by the Exchange. The members are unani- 
mous in saying that nothing short of another panic 
can prevent a “rousing big sale.” 

The transfers during the week have been for the 
most eae of small residences and building lots. 
Mr . 8. Warner reports nothing worthy 
of special mention, but says his transactions during 
the week will aggregate

There were twenty-one, and 
they brought very fair prices conside 
tion. The total amount realized was $8,255 65. A few 
sales were made of city property, but they were 
mostly small homes. 

“Everything is quiet this week,” said Mr. Priest, 
and I scarcely expect any heavy boom 
until we get an elevated or cable 
road to the Western suburbs.
